HOW HE SPENDS HIS DAY. 

An account of how our day is spent 
might interest some. 1 have been work- 
iuK alone for nearly a monih, ^lie Oiip- 
tain being about forty miles from bine, 
working nmoug the refugees nt yneciis- 
town. This is n day's work for myself : 

Rise at G a.m., prayers, fetch water 
from roilwny station, light camp-hre, and 
make breakfast. After breakfast, Bible- 
reading (Exodus chapters x. tn xii.), 
Iirayor, oleau up tent, visit the villnge 
three miles distant To do some shopping : 

Met a Trooper of Brabant's Horse, 

tackled hiiii about his soul. Says be ex- 
pects to die and wishes to be prcp.ired. 
Would net yield then, hut faithfully pro- 
mised to get away to the hills and see!: 
panlou from God. Back to camp at 
11:30, light fire again, make dinner. 
After this a few minutes of prayer and 
my Bible. Again fetch water from sta- 
tion, wash two weeks' linen and dry il. 
Prayer. Visit tents of eamp hospital, 
each tent accommodating six men. Visit 
eighteen, read Bible in twelve, pray in 
sixteen. Back to my tent, light lire, 
inukc some Tea. After cleared away, 
prayer and select Bible-reading for men. 
After this, visit seven Army Service 
Corps tents, each containing twelve mim. 
Head Bible in three, pray in four, bavins 
to ruiisb tlieu as "lights out" has sound- 
ed. Home to tent at 9:15 p.m.; prayer 
till 10:15 p.m. Coats down, tnrn ill all 
stiiuding, and lie hard till morning. Tins- 
was yesterday's program. 

At each visitation I baA-e distributeil 
■\Var Crys and Gospels. Illnstraling yes- 
terday's reading of Exodus x., clouds of 
lucii.'^ts have to-day filled the air, rc- 
si^inhTing ft heavy snow-storm.

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THE ROMANS, 



CllAPTEn I. 
£HEAS. 

Westward from Greece iiuothei' pcii- 
liisulu stretches south Into the Moil 
Iterrencan, somewiiat resemuliu;; a 
hii'go rliUng boot. Its eciitic is tra- 
versed by the Apenliine Slounialns, 
runuiuK iroin tiic Alps In a souili- 
eiisteiiy direction. The peuinBula is 
called Italy. Its philns and ya Ic.ys. 
sheltered Iioiu the uonli wind by 
the Alps, and well watered by the 
mountain sticuins, me fertile nnd pos- 
sess uu excellent climate, wlilou iit- 
traeted tribes tu ecitlc there tiirtlior 
back than history reemds. It '*. lion- 
ever inlfly ccrtnin that thi'so Irlbcs 
eaiiie from the siime liido-Gerinani.- 
stock from which the Greeks and the 
Anglo-Saxons descended. Language is 
llie best ehiiracleiislic io Inice iiatloiiri 
lo their origin ; tlie tongue wblcii lie- 
came pre - dominant ill Italy, anil 
which was most polished In hitir 
times, was called Latin. 

In the centre oC Italy liows wcsi- 
ward troiii -tlio Apeiilnuea, ihc lilver 
Tiber, wiudlng Its rapid cohibc be- 
tween seven low hills. One of tlicse. 
tlio middle one, was higher than the 
six wliic-h glidlcd It, and this was the 
uito where the great Reiua:; p'jv.-jr 
hepan. , . , „, 

Sevenil nations lived .niound the hill, 
the chief ones being the Mtrusions. 
Siibiues. and Latins. The Etriisioiis 
built very sii-ong ivalls without mor- 
tar, and had st gooil system of cit.v 
drainage. Jlnuy relies of that Eupi'r- 
lor people renmiu to Ibis day. Tln'V 
believed In one great Soul of ilie 
World, nnd In lewnid and punlslinieiu 
ufter death. 

The Babines and Latins were mote 
like the Greeks, who had niiiiiy selile- 
ments In the .south of Italy ; they be- 
lieved in a mnhltmle ot gods, like the 
GrecliS. The Latins were less clovif 
and thoughtful than the Greeks, hut 
more enduring and hnsiue.'iS-like. 

Oil tlie whole, the history of Koine 
was not written, nor celebrated in 
song until long after the Homans had 
become a powerful nation. The poet 
I'lhilns gives uu the curliest rccnnl in 
hlH snugs. 

Ill our Greek hlsloiy we mentioned 
the bnnilng of Troy after Its capture 
by tlie Greeks. The Trojan Prliicc. 
Aeneas, rnslied back tn his lunise. 
when he saw lliat the city was lo.-it. 
took his father, Anchlse.s, on his hack. 
nnd led his son, lulus (or Aseanlusi, by 
the hniid, while his wife, Crcnsa, fol- 
lowed, with all the Trojans who pould 
gather arms. The little baud escaped 
to Mount Ida, except Crcusn, who was 
lost In the crush, heroin the trees of 
.Mount Ida Aeneas build some slilijs 
In T,-hieh he set torfli In scnioli of his 
new <iom>-. vvhleli iln- gi.diiesH Veims 
liod promised blm. After ninny inyth- 
ioal adventures he reached Epirus, 
where his cousin Hclenus lived, who 
gave him much good advice. By lids 
advice the Trojans sailed round the 
south of Slelly. 

A little tempest drove the ship to Ihe 
soulli, until they rcaolied a beautiful 
bay. Here the adventurer.'! landed and 
tested round u lire, while Aeneas wont 
Iu senrcli of food. After tni veiling 
through the forest he saw n bciiutilnl 
city being built. He entered one ot 
(he temples and beheld there the stor,v 
of the Siege of Troy depicted. While 
weeping over It n hcnritlful iincen np- 
peiired In the temple. Her name was 
Dido, and her husband had been King 
of Tyre, but had lieen murdered. His 
murderer meant to have married Dido, 
but she fled with a few faithful follow- 
ers nnd her husband's treasures, and 
had landed on the north coast oi 
Africii. I''roni the ruler of the land she 
begged ns much land na she could 
fover with a bullock's bide. Having 
rocelvcil this nermisslnn bIic cut up the 
bide Into fine strips, nnd so measures 
enough ground to tiulld a splendid city 
which she named Oarthagl. She re- 
ceived Aeneas very friendly, hoping 
to make blm her husband. Aeneas felt 
I'cry hnppy, and would have stayed 
hnd not the gods reminded blm of hia 
deatlny. Ho olipyed the enl! and sot 
-sail. Dido was bo grieved nt his di;- 
parture that she hati n great funeral 
pyre built, Inid herself on lop, nnd 
stabbed herself with Aeneas' sword. 



The Ti'ojans saw the Dames of the 
pyre without knowing their mennlng. 
"ai last Aeneas landed iu Italy, near 
Gaeta, and made Irlcnds with King 
Latlniis. wJio promised him his daugh- 
ter, Lavlnlii, In marriage. Anotlior 
llallnn elilef, who hud been a sullor 
of Lavlnla, objected, nnd was only 
ciinquered after much lighting. Aeneas 
and Lnvinla maiTled nnd founded the 
I'lly ot Alba Loiign, where he reigned 
until he died, and his doBceudants 
reigned for tlftccn generatloiis after 
him.

When 1 
got home from the ofllce, he put It on 
tlie table, aud I explained to him that, 
iilthoiigh well done. It was not quite 
true to the ^■ol■th I'ole. Aa you turn- 
ed It, somctlmcH It would stick. lie 
icmarlced, "1 will alter it, and make it 
nil rli'bi," Knowing tue trouble he 
liad been at, Jils mother said, "If I 
were J'ou, .Tohn, I would let well a- 
loue !" thinking It was a fair prodnc- 
tiou for tlie boy.

No Harry for Heaven 1 

li'Irst of alt, I need hardly say that 
God wauts .von to go forward towards 
the heaven of the fiitiire ! Thcis 
iKiaelites were going to the Promised 
Land, and what tlie Promised Land 
was to tlieiii, so heaven is to the pil- 
grim who is on his way to glory. 
Thank God, there is a heaven nt the 
end of the Journey !

Then, you must go forward in your 
own spiritual experience, and in your 
oHorts to bless and save others.

Whore tiro You Now ? 

1 will come closer to some of you. 
Some of you had n clean heart ouce. 
But you have not got it this morniug. 
The experience you once had is hc- 
hlnd yon ; you ere tempted to live In 
the past and say, "So many months, 
or so many years ago, because 1 went 
out to the penitent form and asked the 
Lord to give me a clean heai't, und He 
did It, therefore I have it tills morn- 
ing." No, no ; you can't live In the 
past ! My question is. Where are 
yon now 7 Have you gone hack la 
your soul f You made promises to 
the Lord ; you declared how you 
would he devoted entirely to Him, 
and make the doing of His will the 
Joy aud law of your own heart is 
that the state of yonr soul this morn- 
ing 1 Is that wliere you are, or have 
you gone hack ? 

t do not ask whethet' you have coup 
back to the world— perhaps some ol 
you have, 1 cannot say ; but I ask 
whether you have gone hack lit your 
innermost experience as between your

X Should Know. 

Why Uniform Is Insisted on. 

A neat, qnlet dress pleases God in 
those who do not belong to the Army, 
whicli has greatly promoted nil sneli 
unfashionable dressing : luit fov tli" 
soldier who has yielded himself or 
herself to God entirely for the .war, 
and for the salvation of others, uni- 
form is insisted upon for tlie follow- 
ing reasons : 

1. It malics plain his identity. 

2. It opens uumberless doui's of 
opportunliy. 

3. It is a great s:ifcguard agnlu.st 
mi.'ilnB with doubtful and worldly 
associations. 

4. The saving of time, money, and 
thought it effects Is Incalculable. 
Hence the urgency of i)res.slng every 

soldier to be an ex.auiple Iu this mat- 
tor. 

Is tho *^ Liberty of the Subject" rntlucnced? 

Entire and nlisolute obedience lo 
the teachings of tlie Holy Spirit is 
certainly insisted upon, and no mutter 
who it interferes wltli, the Spirit innst 
be obeyed. Obedience to tlie coiii- 
iiiauds of tli0i?e wJio are over thoiii, iis. 
for instance, in the ease of a. Captain 
and his ^oldiei-s, has a liiultntlou, 
\lz., lawful commands. 

For example, a soldier would not 
be under any obllgatlou to attend a 
meeting, If such attendance Interferes 
with his duties to bis euiplo,ver or his 
family. A servant who was under an 
obligation to her mistress to he home 
at 0:30 could not be tompelled by ihe 
Captain to remain till 10 o'clock, iiud 

Hovr aro the Churches Alfectod by, the Sal- 
vation Army ? 

The Salvation Army has done u 
great deal to stir up the churches to 
good works, both by the example of 
sacrifice and the enthusiasm it has 
given to the world, ns well as by its 
more direct Influence. Many of the 
choicest spirits in the chureiies will 
bear witness of the blessing and lu- 
spirntion we have been to them. 
Moreover, there are thousands of men 
and women to-day— respectable, God- 
fenrlug, and eonsiotent ehiirch mem- 
bers—who, but tor the active and ag- 
RTCsslve work of the Army, would 
have been stlil In the waya of sin. 
Though saved in Army meetings, cir- 
cumstances prevented them lipcomlng 
out-nud-out soldiers, and churches 
have ivelcomcd them, while our otflcers 
rRjolpc that they have been used to 
pluck the brands from the burning.

What Is tho Rulo RospectlnK Drink? 

The rule here Is short and eicpllcit. 
It is as follows : "No person can be- 
couie, or coiitiuue to lie, a Salvation. 
Army soldier who takes Intoxlcr.tlng 
liquor."

CITIES OF REFUGE 



Joshua x.\-. 1-9. 

One of the Lord's most merciful 
provisluu.s for the safety and ivell- 
being of His peojiie wa.s ihe City of 
Kefnge. The sb: cilies, plitced three 
-.;; :;,._- ...---l j;ud ihii.^ uu tiie wesi side 
of Jordan, were not intended as nii.v 
eioak for sin, or escape from lawful 
justice. Tlie man who h;id eoinmltteil 
wilful murder would find no shelter in 
their gates. He would have to give 
reason for ills Uiglit, lo the elders of 
the city, aud without that reason being 
satisfactory, he would be gi'.eu up lo 
justice. But iu lite case of liie iiiuo- 
ceut, who was unjustly accused, or the 
man who, through .some accideut, had 
caused the death of another, the Citj' 
of Itefuge was true to its name, and 
spared hiui fioin lie- e.\ciieu auger of 
ills pursuers. 'J'raiisl.itiiig tlielr pur- 
pose into UKideru tongue, we ruiglit 
say that these cllies were to pruvent 
11k: practice ot lynehiug— that terrible 
freedom with which iiiim take liie 
avenging sword into their own bands.
